FIRST SESSION. 

Montgomery, May 14, 1895. 

The Fourteenth Annual Meeting of the Alabama Phar- 
maceutical Association convened to-day in the Reading 
Room of the Exchange Hotel. The Secretary in the ab- 
sence of President and Vice Presidents called the meeting 
to order and called Mr. Elam to the chair. Captain E. A. 
Graham was then introduced and on behalf of the Mayor 
welcomed the Association to the hospitalities of the Capitol 
City. Dr. Humphrey on behalf of the Association respond- 
ed in a few eloquent words. 

Mr. W. F. Dent introduced Mr. J. P. Turner of Colum- 
bus, President of the Georgia Pharmaceutical Association. 
Mr. Turner spoke very encouragingly of the Georgia Asso- 
ciation and expressed his gratitude at the warm reception 
tendered him by the Alabama Association, and offered the 
body any suggestions that might be asked of him. 

On motion, Mr. Turner was allowed the privileges of 
the floor at any time. 

On motion, the calling of the roll and reading of min- 
utes were dispensed with. 

This being the time for the election of members, the fol- 
lowing were proposed and elected:

George S. Peagler, Montgomery; Wiley W. Williams, Ope- 
lika; A. P. Collier, Opelika; Jesse C. Hightower, Opelika; 
Cliff H. Feagin, Clayton; R. F. Ravenscroft, Union Springs; 
W. G. Spence, Lafayette; A. R. Harvey, Montgomery; C. 
R. Chester, Notasulga. 

The Secretary was on motion instructed to cast the bal- 
lot for the candidates. 

On motion, Mr. Elam was elected temporary chairman. 

The following letter and suggestions from President 
Gait were read: 

For the first time in twelve years, circumstances which 
I cannot control prevents me from attending the meeting 
of the Alabama Pharmaceutical Association. I assure you 
I regret this exceedingly, for it has always afforded me 
great pleasure in meeting my brother pharmacists of the 
state. I trust the meeting at Montgomery will be instruc- 
tive and profitable, and that great good may be accomplish- 
ed by its proceedings. We have a great work before us, 
and every pharmacist in the state should lend a willing 
hand to assist in carrying out our object. 

I especially call your attention to the enclosed letter 
from the druggists in Opelika and urge that the Associa- 
tion give them all the aid possible to carry out the Pharm- 
acy Law. I trust some of the druggists of Opelika will at- 
tend and present their case. I suggest that the attorney 
general might give you some valuable information on the 
points in question. 

I also urge every member of olir Association to join the 
American Pharmaceutical Association. Our worthy Secre- 
tary who has been a member since 1857 will give all infor- 
mation. 

I exceedingly regret that our legislative committee ac- 
complished nothing so far as it relates to the amendments 
to the Pharmacy Law, and I hope everything will be so 
moulded and everyone so interested that when the next 
legislature meets we \^ill accomplish our aims. 



Can^t we do something to put more life in our Associa- 
tion. I would like to see something done — or we might 
imitate Missouri or Wisconsin and see how their plans 
would -succeed with us.

J. McAfee of Mobile, who died in Texas where he went for 
his health.

THE TREASURER'S REPORT. 

Montgomery, Ala., May 14, 1895. 
To the Alabama Pharmaceutical' Association :

On motion, these several reports were received and 
spread upon the minutes. 

Mr. E. P. Gait, Secretary of the Board of Pharmacy re- 
ported fourteen having been registered by examination, 
five by being physicians and three have failed to pass. 

The Executive Committee reported having had nothing 
to do. and in the case of Mr. Albert E. Brown, which was re- 
ferred to them at the last meeting reported having done 
nothing, preferring for the whole Association to act. 

Dr. Humphrey asked for the merit of the Brown case. 
The Secretary stated that Mr. Brown of Mobile, had signed 
his name to the application for membership in the Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical Association of a negro, named Jolili 
Darius Crum, at that time from Selma, but now hailing 
from Jacksonville, Fla. Crum was duly elected a member, 
his color not being designated and it not being known to 
this day by the Association. . 

A warm discussion was precipitated on the question of 
color line and social equality, and Mr. Brown came in for 
numerous "roasts" because of his aCtion in this matter. 

Some wanted to expel Mr. Brown, others were anxious 
to have him tried. It was also urged that he had commit- 
ted no offense against Alabama, but against the National 
Association, and it was the. duty and place of the latter to 
bring charges against Mr. Brown if it saw fit. 

Finally a committee consisting of Messrs. Dent, Moody 
and Williams was appointed to express by resolution the 
indignation of the Association against Mr. Brown on ac- 
count of his action in this matter. 

The Secretary read a letter from the Commercial and 
Industrial Association of Montgomery, inviting the dele- 
gates to avail themselves of the Association's rooms during 
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their stay in the city. On motion, the invitation was ac- 
cepted. 

Mr. Dent, on behalf of the local committee, announced 
that the members meet at the hotel at 8 p. m., to be escorted 
by the local pharmacists to Fleming's, where a banquet 
would be given the visitors. He also stated that to-mor- 
row afternoon the visitors would be driven about the city, 
and shown the various points of interest. 

Mr. Dent, Chairman of the Legislative Committee, sub- 
mitted his report as follows : 

To the Alabama Pharmaceutical Association : 

Your Committee on Legislation submit the following 
report : 

No bills were passed at the last session of the Legisla- 
ture that directly affected the interests of the Druggists. 
A bill to prohibit the sale of patent and proprietary medi- 
cines without formula being printed on package or bottle, 
was introduced into the house, but after the druggists of 
the State manifested such strong opposition, it was tabled 
by a large majority and never brought up again. 

A bill to amend the Pharmacy Law, drafted at the in- 
stance of your committee, was favorably reported and 
passed the House at the session after recess, but failed in 
the Senate for want of time. 

I, as Chairman of this committee, make this sugges- 
tion : A committee of three be appointed at this meeting, 
who shall, before the next annual meeting, draft such 
amendments to the Pharmacy Law as they deem advisa- 
ble, after taking time to consult the wishes of the Drug- 
gists of the State, and that this report be. acted on at your 
next meeting, so that the active co-operation of all the niem- 
bers of this Association as well as that of other Druggists, 
may be secured in the effort to pass such amendments as 
we desire. Respectfully,

The report was received and concurred in. 

The Secretary stated that the Legislature at the last 
session did pass the following law, which is certainly 
against the interests of the druggists : 



10 

No. 326 an act (8. 344) 

To define the authority of physicians in the sale of or 
dispensing of medicines and drugs. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
Alabama, That all regularly graduated physicians who 
have complied with the laws of this State, as they now are, 
entitling them to practice medicine, are also hereby author- 
ized to fill prescriptions of other physicians, compound 
medicines and poisons, and sell the same, and to carry on 
the business of a druggist, or a drug store or apothecary 
shop. 

Approved Feb. 14, 1895. 

A full discussion on this subject followed, and the 
sense of the Association will be expressed in the amend- 
ments, of the Pharmacy Law, and the laws conflicting 
therewith being repealed by the next legislature. 

Mr. Wiley W. Williams on behalf of Opelika extended 
a cordial invitation to the Association to meet there next 
year. 

A question involving the license of Mr. Hightower of 
Opelika came up. He said the reason he did not take out a 
license was that when the law was passed he was doing 
business at Clayton, which had less than 1000 inhabitants, 
and that he wrote to Mr. Gait, the Secretary of the Board 
of Pharmacy to register him, and send him a certificate, 
but Mr. Gait did not do so as Clayton did not come within 
the provision of law requiring all pharmacists in towns of 
1000 inhabitants or more to have a license. 

The question was discussed at length, and it was de- 
cided that Mr. Hightower should appear before the exam- 
ining board, pass an examination, and take out a license if 
proficient. 

Mr. Bingham moved that the election of officers by bal- 
lot be made a special order for 11 a. m. to-morrow; carried. 

The Secretary moved that the delegates be appointed 
to attend the meetings of the following State Pharmaceu- 
tical Associations: Georgia, Tennessee, Florida and Missis- 
sippi. Carried. 

Messrs. Punch and Miller were apppinted a committee 
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to draw up suitable resolutions on the death of Mr.^ J. J. 
McAfee. 

On motion, adjourned to 9 :30 a. m. to-morrow. 



SECOND SESSION. 



Montgomery, May 15th, 1895. 

Acting chairman Elam called the meeting to order at 
the appointed time. 

President Gait having arrived Mr. Elam resigned the 
chair to him. ^ 

Messrs. Candidus, Humphrey and Andrews were ap- 
pointed the special Committee on Legislation to draw up 
the amendments to the Pharmacy Law to be reported at 
the next meeting. 

The following delegates were appointed to visit the 
meetings of the neighboring States Associations: 

To Georgia — Goldthwaite, Hojlan and Goff. 

To Tennessee — Humphrey, Milner and Aberneathy. 

To Florida — Beauchamp, Chas. Mohr, Thos. F. Moore. 

To Mississippi — Candidus, Gait and J. L. Parker. 

Messrs. Bingham, Williams and Moody were appointed 
Committee on Resolution of Thanks. 

Several members spoke on the enforcement of the Phar- 
macy Law, which discussion resulted in the resolution of- 
fered by Mr. Bingham, as follows: 

That the Secretary of the Board of Pharmacy be au- 
thorized to have printed a sufficient number of circular let- 
ters containing the Pharmacy Law and penalties, and as 
the names of the druggists and dealers in drugs who are 
violating the laws are made known to him, one of these 
letters shall be sent to such druggists or dealers in drugs 
and be repeated until they register under the law or are 
prosecuted for the violation thereof. 
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Tills resolution was adopted, as also a motion to donate 
fifty dollars to the Board of Pharmacy for the purpose of 
carrying out the law. 

On motion, the invitation of Opelika for the Associa- 
tion to meet there next year was accepted. 

It being eleven o'clock a, m., the election of officers for 
the ensuing year was called up when the following were 
elected :

Resolved, That it is with much pleasure we have met with 
the druggists of the Capitol City of Alabama, in this, our 
Fourteenth Annual Meeting, we tender our sincere thanks 
for the hospitable manner in which they have treated us, 
and especially we desire to express our appreciation for the 
most elegant banquet tendered and other courtesies shown. 
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Resolved, That it is with feeling of much pleasure we 
express our thanks to the Mayor for his kind words of wel- 
come through his representative, Capt. E. A. Graham, to 
the hotels for reduced rates, and especially to the Exchange 
Hotel for use of rooms, and to the different railroads for re- 
duction of rates, also to the press of the state for their lib- 
eral reports:

P. C. Candidus, Chairman of delegates to the Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical Association reported having attended 
the meeting in Asheville, N. C, in company with Mr. Chas. 
A. Mohr. It was a successful meeting in point of mem- 
bers as well as in the number of good, scientific papers 
read. 

The social features were prominent and the members of 
the American Pharmaceutical Association with their wives 
and lady friends, had a good time generally. 

The Secretary and Local Secretary were, on motion, in- 
structed to get up a good programme for our next meeting. 

No further business appearing, on motion, adjourned to 
meet in Opelika the second Tuesday in May, 1896.

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The meeting of the Alabama Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation was a grand success; there were no scientific pa- 
pers read, but subjects of interest to the druggists were dis- 
cussed, and the Pharmacy Law claimed much attention. 

The attending druggists seemed much surprised when 
the Secretary informed them of a law having -been passed 
by the last legislature giving physicians the privilege of 
conducting drug stores without having to be registered by 
the Board of Pharmacy, even watchful Dent, the chairman 

on legislation did not know it. It must have been slipped 
through in the last few hours of the session of the legisla- 
ture. It is certainly an outrage on the pharmacists of the 
state who have to devote several years of study to pass the 
examination of the board, arid it is more of an outrage on 
the consumers of medicine to have to be served by doctor 
dru^ists, who are as ignorant of pharmacy as a carpenter 
or brickmason. 

The druggists of Montgomery understand the art of en- 
tertaining their visiting friends for they did everything to 
entertain them nicely. The local committee had every- 
thing well arranged, and there was no hitch in the carry- 
ing out of the same. 

The banquet was a magnificent aflfair, refreshing the 
inner man with all the delicacies of the season, and after- 
wards the mind with outbursts of oratory. 

Our venerable brother, Garside, forgot his age and as- 
sumed youth once more — giving us the " Irishman's Oath " 
which brought down the house. 

Our genial friend. Wade McBryde, was enjoying him- 
self highly and made everybody feel happy except the Sec- 
retary, for whom he seemed to have a grudge, for in his 
speech he pitched into him without gloves, but as the Sec- 
retary stood as firm as a rock, he tried another method to 
dislodge him.

The next day the visitors were driven around in car- 
riages and shown the interesting points of the Capitol City, 
which for the last ten years has increased one hundred per 
cent. To judge from the fine residences which many drug- 
gists own and occupy, Montgomery must be a prosperous 
city for the druggists. There are no cutters there and har- 
mony prevails amongst the Knights of the Mortar and 
Pestle. 

This finished the entertainments of the visiting mem- 
bers, and will ever be remembered as one of the most pleas- 
ant meetings of the Alabama Pharmaceutical Association.

ALABAMA PHARMACY LAW. 

AN ACT to regulate the practice of Pharmacy, and the sale of poi- 
sons in cities and towns of more than 900 inhabitants in the 
State of Alabama. * 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of Alabama, 
That from and after the passage of this act, it shall be unlawful for 
any person not a registered pharmacist, within the meaning of this 
act, to conduct any pharmacy, drug store, apothecary shop, or store 
located in any village, town or city, in the State of Alabama, of more 
than 900 inhabitants, of within two miles of any incorporated city or 
town of more than 900 inhabitants^ for the purpose of retailing, com- 
pounding or dispensing medicines or poisons for medical use, except 
as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That it shall be unlawful for the 
proprietor of any store or pharmacy, in any village, town or city, in 
the State of Alabama, of more than 900 inhabitants, or within two 
miles of any incorporated city or town of more than 900 inhabitants, 
to allow any person except a registered pharmacist to compound or 
dispense the prescriptions of physicians, or to retail or dispense poisons 
for medical use, except as an aid to and under the supervision of a 
registered pharmacist. Any person violating the provisions of this 
section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, on conviction, 
shall be liable to a fine of not less than $25, nor more than $100 for 
each and every offence. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted. That the governor shall appoint 
three persons from among the most prominent pharmacists in the 
State, all of whom shall have been residents of the State for five years 
and at least five years' practical experience in their profession, who 
shall be known and styled ** Board of Pharmacy for the State of Ala- 
bama," one of whom shall hold his office for one year, one for two 
years and one for three years, and each until his successor shall be ap- 
pointed and qualified ; and each year thereafter another commissioner 
shall be so appointed for three years, and until a successor is appoint- 
ed and qualified. If a vacancy occur in said board, another commis- 
sioner shall be appointed as aforeeaid to fill the unexpired term thereof. 
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Said board shall have power to make by-laws and all necessary regu- 
lations, and create auxilliary boards if necessary for the proper folfiU- 
ment of their duties under, this act, without expense to the State. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted. That the Board of Pharmacy shall 
register in a suitable book the names and places of residence of all 
persons to whom they issue certificates, and date thereof. It shall be 
the duty of said Board of Pharmacy to register, without examination, 
as registered pharmacists, all pharmacists and druggists who are en- 
gaged in business in the State of Alabama, at the passage of this act, 
as owners or principals of stores or pharmacies in a village, town or 
city of more than 900 inhabitants for selling at retail, compounding 
or dispensing drugs, medicines or chemicals for medical uses, or com- 
pounding or dispensing physicians' prescriptions and all assistant phar- 
macists eighteen years of age, engaged in said stores or pharmacies in 
any village, town or city of more than 900 inhabitants in the State of 
Alabama, at the passage of this act, and who have been engaged as 
such in some store or pharmacy where physicians' prescriptions were 
compounded and dispensed; Provided, however, that in case of fail- 
ure or neglect on the part of any person or persens to apply for reg- 
istration within sixty days after they shall have been notified by said 
Board of Pharmacy for the State of Alabama, they shall undergo an 
examination as is provided for in section five of this act. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted. That the said Board of Pharmacy 
shall upon application and at such time and place, and in such man- 
ner as they may determine, either by a schedule of questions to be an- 
swered and subscribed to under oath, or orally examine each and 
every person, who shall desire to conduct the business, of selling at 
retail, compounding or dispensing drugs, medicines or chemicals for 
medicinal use, or compounding or dispensing physicians' prescriptions 
as pharmacists, and if a majority of said board shall be satisfied that 
fc^aid person is competent and fully qualified to conduct said business 
of compounding or dispensing drugs, medicines or chemicals for 
medicinal use, or to compound or dispense physicians' prescriptions, 
they shall enter the name of such person as a registered pharmacist in 
a book provided for in section four of this act; and that all graduates 
of colleges of pharmacy, that require a practical experience in phar- 
macy of not less than four years before granting a diploma, shall be 
entitled to have their names registered by said board without exami- 
nation ; Provided, however, that this act shall not be so construed as 
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to prevent any physician who is authorized to practice medicine or 
surgery under the laws of this State from registering as a pharmacist 
or druggist, without examination ; Provided, that any person or per- 
sons, not a pharmacist or druggist, may open and conduct such store 
if he or they keep constantly in their employ a registered pharmacist 
or druggist, but shall not himself or themselves sell or dispense drugs 
or medicines except proprietary and patent medicines in original 
packages. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted. That the Board of Pharmacy shall 
be entitled to demand and receive of each person whom they register, 
and furnish a certificate as a registered pharmacist without examina- 
tion, the sum of $2, and for each and every person that they examine 
orally, or whose answers to a schedule of questions are returned, sub- 
scribed to under oath, the sum of $3 which shall be in full for all ser- 
vices; and in case if examination of said person shall prove defective 
and unsatisfactory, and his name not to be registered, he shall be per- 
mitted to present himself for examination within any period not ex- 
ceeding twelve months thereafter, and no charge shall be made for 
such examination. 

Sec. 7. Be it further enacted, That every registered pharma- 
cist, apothecary and owner of any store shall be held responsible for 
the quality of all drugs, chemicals or medicines he may sell or dispense 
with the exception of those sold in original packages of the manufac- 
turer, and also those known as proprietary; and should he knowingly 
intermingle and fraudulently adulterate or cause to be adulterated, 
such drugs, chemicals or medical preparations, he shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof, be liable to a 
penalty not exceeding $100, and in addition thereto his name shall be 
stricken from the register. 

Sec. 8. Be it further enacted. That it shall be unlawful for any 
person from and after the passage of this act, to retail any poison 
enumerated below ; arsenic and its preparations, corrosive sublimates 
white and red precipitate, biniodide of mercury, cyanide of potassium 
hydrocyanic acid, strychnine, and all poisonous vegetable alkaloids, 
and their salts, and the essential oil of almonds, opium and its prepa- 
rations except paragoric and other preparations of opium containing 
less than two grains to the ounce; aconite, belladona, colchicum, coni- 
um, nux vomica, henbane, savin, ergot, cotton root, cantharides, 
creosote, veratrum, digitalis, and their pharmaceutical preparations, 
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croton oil, chloroform, chloral hydrate, sulphate of zinc; mineral 
acids, carbolic and oxalic acids, without labeling the box, vessel or 
paper in which said poison is contained, with the name of the article, 
the word poison, and the name and place of business of the seller. 
Nor shall it be lawful for any person to deliver or sell any poisons 
enumerated above unless upon due inquiry it be found that the pur- 
chaser is aware of its poisonous character, and represents that it is to 
be used for a legitimate purpose. The provisions of this section shall 
not apply to the dispensing of poisons in not unusual quantities or , 
doses upon the prescriptions of practitioners of medicine. Any vio- 
lation of this section shall make the principal of said store liable to a 
fine of not less than $10 or more than $100. Provided, however, 
that this section shall not apply to manufacturers making and selling 
at wholesale any of the above poisons, and provided that each box, 
vessel or paper in which said poison is contained shall be labeled with 
the name of the article, the word poison, and the name and place of 
business of the seller. 

Sec. 9. Be it further enacted. That any itinerant vendor of 
any drug, poison, ointment or appliance of any kind intended for 
treatment of any. disease or injury, who shall, by writing or printing, 
or any other method, publicly profess to cure or treat disease or injury 
or deformity, by any drug, nostrum or manipulation, or other expe- 
dient, shall pay a license of $100 per annum to the State, to be paid 
in the manner for obtaining public license, or according to the usual 
laws in force for that purpose. 

Sec. 10. Be it further enacted. That any person who shall pro- 
cure or attempt to procure registration for himself or for another 
under this act, by making or causing to be made, false representa- 
tions, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall, upon con- 
viction thereof, be liable to a penalty of not less than $25 nor more 
than $100, and the name of the person so falsely registered shall be 
stricken from the register. Any person not a registered pharmacist 
as provided for in this act, who shall conduct such a store, pharmacy 
or place for retailing, compounding or dispensing drugs, medicines or 
chemicals, for medical use, or for compounding or dispensing physi- 
cians* prescriptions, or who shall take, use or exhibit the title of regis- 
tered pharmacist, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon convic- 
tion thereof, eball h^ liable tg ^ pepalty of uot l^gs tb^n $100, 
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8ec. 11. This act shall net apply to physicians putting up their 
own prescriptions. 

Sec. 12. Be it further enacted, That it shall be the duty of 
every registered pharmacist to conspicuously post his certificate of reg- 
istration in his place of business. Any person who shall fail to com- 
ply with all the provisions of this section, shall be liable to a fine of $5 
for each calendar month during which he is delinquent. 

Sec. 13. The sum of $500 per year, or as much thereof as may 
be found necessary, is hereby appropriated out of the money so re- 
ceived for license for the expense of said Board of Pharmacy. All 
surplus over and above said amount to be divided as follows : One- 
half to the Pharmaceutical Association, the remainder to be paid into 
the State Treasury. 

Sec. 14. All suits for recovery of the several penalties prescribed 
in this act shall be presented in the name of the State of Alabama, 
in any court having jurisdiction, and it shall be the duty of the State's 
Attorney of the county wherein such offence is committed to present 
all persons violating the provisions of this act upon proper complaint 
being made. 

Sec. 15. Be it further enacted, .That all laws and parts of laws 
in conflict with the provisions of this act be and the same are hereby 
repealed.

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CODE OF ETHICS. 



The members of the Alabama Pharmaceutical Association con- 
sidering it necessary that some mutual understanding should exist in 
regard to the moral principles guiding them in their profession, here- 
by agree upon the following Code of Ethics : 

1 . We accept the United States Pharmacopoeia as our standard 
and guide for all officinal preparations, and recognize variance from 
its rules only in exceptional cases where sufficient authority has 
proved some other process more reliable to attain the same end. (This 
section is not intended to interfere with the dispensing of prescriptions 
or medicines ordered in accordance with foreign pharmacopoeias.) 

2. We discountenance all secret formula between physician and 
pharmacist, and consider it our duty to communicate such to each 
other when requested. 

8. We distinctly repudiate the practice of allowing physicians 
a percentage, in any form on their prescriptions or patronage as being 
derogatory to both professions. • 

4. We will endeavor, as far as possible, to refrain from compro- 
mising the professional reputation of any physician, and expect in re- 
turn the same courtesy from him. 

5. As the apothecary should be able to distinguish between 
good and bad drugs, in most cases, and as the substitutnon of a weak 
or inert drug for an active one may negatively be productive of seri- 
ous consequences, we hold that the sale of impure drugs or medicines, 
from motives of competition or desire of gain, when pure articles of 
the same kind may be obtained, is highly culpable, and it is the duty 
of every honest apothecary or druggist to expose all such fraudulent 
acts as may come to his knowledge. 

6. The apothecary should be remunerated by the public for his 
knowledge and skill, and his charges should be regulated by the time 
consumed in preparation as well as by the value of the article sold. 
Although local and other circumstances necessarily affect the rate of 
charges at different establishments, no apothecary should intentionally 
undersell his neighbors with a view to their injury. 

7. Recognizing the value of alcohol as a therapeutic agent, and 
the propriety of its being dispensed as such by pharmacists, yet de- 
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ploring the wide-spread evil resulting from its intemperate use in its 
hundred insidious forms, we condemn any attempt to make it a prom- 
inent feature of our business as unprofessional, and we denounce the 
loose practice of allowing it to be used on the premises in any shape, 
as a beverage, as degrading ; and we urge upon pharmacists the duty 
of exercising at all times a conscientious care in dispensing a drug 
liable to such dangerous abuse. 

8. Members of this Association, when asked to do so, shall give 
each other, confidentially, any information in their possession afiecting 
the character, habits, integrity or irregularities^ of any assistant or ap- 
prentice who may have applied for employment, or to whom they may 
have given letters of introduction or recommendation. Any member 
who shall divulge such confidential communication to the detriment 
or annoyance of the member giving it, shall, upon proof thereof, be no 
longer entitled to the courtesies due a member, and his name may be 
stricken from the roll. 

9. Believing that some means should be adopted to enforce the 
provisions of this Code, violations of the same may be reported at any 
annual meeting of the Association when the accused may be heard in 
his own defense ; when, if found guilty, he may be censured, aus- 
pended or expelled by a vote of two-thirds of the members present. 
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BY-LAWS. 



CHAPTER I.— DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 

Article 1. The President shall preside at all meetings of the As- 
sociation. In the absence or inability to preside, one of the Vice- 
Presidents, or in the absence of all, a President pro tempore shall 
perform the duties of President. In all balloting, and on ail questions 
upon which the yeas and nay9 arc taken, the President is required to 
vote ; in other cases he shall not vote unless the members be equally 
divided. He shall call a special meeting whenever requested by ^we 
members, and present at each annual meeting a report of the opera- 
tions of the Association. 

Art. 2. The Secretary sliall keep a record of all proceedings of 
the Association, a list of the names, residences and the date of en- 
trance of each member, and be the custodian of all papers and reports 
read. He shall conduct all correspondence of the Association and no- 
tify* each member of its meetings. 

Art. 3. The Local Secretary shall aid the Secretary in the per- 
formance of his duties, and in his absence shall act in his stead, and 
perform such other duties as may be directed by the Secretary. 

Art. 4, The Treasurer shall have charge of all the funds of the 
Association, for which he shall be personally responsible ; collect all 
money due the Association, pay all bills when countersigned by the 
President, issue the certificate of membership, render a full report at 
each annual meeting and report the state of the Treasury when called 
upon. 

Art. 5. The Executive Committee shall take into consideration 
and report without delay, on all matters of business, and on all propo- 
sitions for membership, and audit all bills against the Association ; 
and in the interim, they, with the President, shall have power to elect 
applicants for membership. 

CHAPTER II —OF MEMBERSHIP. 

Article 1. Every pharmacist and druggist of good moral and 
professional standing, whether in business on his own account, retired 
from business or employed by another, and those teachers of pharmacy. 
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chemistry and botany, who may be especially interested in pharmacy 
and materia medica, are eligible for membership. 

Art. 2. Propositions for membership shall be made to the Ex- 
ecutive Committee in writing, with the endorsement of two members 
of the Association in good standing, and the vote of two-thirds of the 
members present at any session, shall be required for election. 

Art. 3. No person shall be considered a member of this Associ- 
ation until he has signed the Constitution and By-Laws, and paid an 
initiation fee of $1, and the annual contribution for the current year. 

Art. 4. Every member shall pay in advance, to the Treasurer, 
$1, and his yearly contribution, and is liable to lose his membership 
by neglecting to pay said contribution within one year. 

Art. 5. Besignation of membership shall be made in writing to 
the Secretary, but no resignation shall be accepted from any one who 
is in arrears to the Treasury and until he has surrendered his certificate 
of membership. 

Art. 6. The Association shall have power, by a two-thirds vote 
of all its members present, at a regular meeting, to expel a member. 

CHAPTER III.— OF MEETINGS. 

Article 1. The regular meeting shall be held at such place and 
time as shall be previously selected by a vote of the Association. 

Art. 2. Eight member^ shall constitute a quorum for the trans- 
action of business. 

Art. 3. The Order of business shall be as follows. 

1. Calling roll. 

2. Reading of Minutes. 

3. Election of Members. 

4. Reports of Officers. 

5. Election of Officers. 

6. Reading Communications. 

7. Reports of Committees. 

8. Miscellaneous Busin ess. 

9. Adjournment. 
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CHAPTER IV.—RULES OF ORDER. 

. Article 1. The ordinary rules of parliamentary bodies shall be 
enforced by the presiding officer, from whose decision, however, ap- 
peals may be taken, is required by two members, and the meeting 
shall thereupon decide without debate. 

Art. 2, When a question is regularly before the meeting, and 
is under discussion, no motion shall be entertained except to adjourn, 
to lay on the table, for the previous question, to postpone a certain 
day, to commit or amend, to postpone indefinitely, which several mo- 
tions have precedence in the order in which they are arranged. A 
motion to adjourn shall be decided without debate. 

Art. 3. No member shall speak twice on the same subject except 
by permission, until every member wishing to speak has spoken. 

Art. 4. On the call of any two members, the yeas and nays 
shall be ordered, when every member shall vote unless excused by a 
majority of those present, and the names and manner of voting shall 
be entered on the minutes. 

CHAPTER v.— MISCELLANEOUS, 

Article 1. In all such points of order as are not noticed in these 
By-Laws, the Association shall be governed by the established usages 
in all assemblies governed by parliamentary rules. 

Art. 2. Every proposition to alter or amend these By-Laws 
shall be submitted in writing and may be balloted for at any subse- 
quent session, when upon receiving the votes of three-fourths of the 
members present, it shall become a part of the By-Laws. 

Art. 3. No one or more of these By-Laws shall be suspended. 



CONSTITUTION. 



ARTICLE I. 

This Association shall be called the Alabama Phabmaceutical 

Association. 

article II. 

The object of this Association shall be to unite the reputable 
druggists and pharmacists of the State, and to establish fraternal feel- 
ing and cooperation among its members ; to improve the science and 
art of pharmacy, to restrict the dispensing and sale of medicine to reg- 
ularly educated druggists and apothecaries. 

article in. 

The Association shall consist of active and honorary members, 
and hold its meetings annually. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The Association shall have the tollowing officers : A President, 
two Vice-Presidents, a Secretary and a Treasurer ; also an EKecutive 
Committee, consisting of three members, all of whom shall be elected 
annually by ballot, and shall hold office until an election of successors. 

ARTICLE V. 

Every proposition to alter or amend this Constitution shall be 
submitted in writing and may be balloted for at the next annual meet- 
ing, when, upon receiving the votes of three-fourths of the members 
present, it shall become a part of the Constitution.
